CAPE CINEMA LOBBY 


This week’s exhibition in the lobby of 
the Cape Cinema consists of water colors, 
prints, and photographs of Mexico by 
Eugene C. Fitsch, who returned from a 
honeymoon tour of Mexico and south- 
western United States in time to serve 
as scenic designer for the season at the 
Cape Playhouse. 

Mr. Fitsch was born in Alsace-Lor- 
aine and studied at the Art Students 
League in New York, where he served 
for ten years as instructor after complet- 
ing his studies. He has prints on exhib- 
it at the Brooklyn Museum, the Chicago 
Museum, the London Museum, and in 
the Print Collection of the New York 
Public Library.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
NEXT WEEK: “DAMN DEBORAH” 


Gertrude Michael, leading lady of the 
Sophie Lang pictures, will be starred at 
the Cape Playhouse next week in “Damn 
Deborah,” a comedy of Revolutionary 
times by Walter Charles Roberts. Philip 
Huston will appear opposite her in the 
play which has its premiere on Monday 
evening, August 16, at Dennis. 


Deborah Sampson was an actual his- 
torical character, a girl who masqueraded 
as a man in order to fight with George 
Washington’s Continental Army. She ran 
away from home to join the troops at 
their encampment on the Hudson River 
near the Tappen Zee in April, 1781, and 
remained with them until she was wound- 
ed in October 1783. Strange as it may 
seem, no one among her fellow soldiers 
suspected her deception. 

On the basis of these known facts the 
author has woven an amusing comedy of 
a woman’s rebellion against the fetters 
that usually bind her sex. The play fol- 
lows Deborah from her escape from home 
through to the conclusion of the war. 

In addition to Gertrude Michael and 
Philip Huston the cast of “Damn Deb- 
orah” will include Mary Sargent, Dorothy 
Blackburn, Martha Scott, Otto Hulett, 
Dudley Hawley, William Shea, Reed Mc- 
Clelland, Wylie Adams, Allen Nourse, 
Phil M. Sheridan, Edwin Hodge, Charles 
Hammond, Edward Butler and Fred 
Sears. The play will be directed by Ar- 
thur Sircom and designed by Eugene OC. 
Fitsch.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
ELSINORE, CAPE COD 


Not since Maude Adams emerged from 
retirement to play “Twelfth Night” in 
1935 has there been as much advance in- 
terest in a Shakespearean production 
as in the Eva Le Gallienne “Hamlet” 
which Dennis will see for the week be- 
ginning Monday evening, August 23. 
Not only will Miss Le Gallienne her- 
self appear in the title role, but she will 
play it as a boy of eighteen, the age at 
which Shakespeare originally placed his 
introspective Prince. 


The exigencies of production, how- 
ever, forced him like many another 
journeyman playwright to adapt the role 
for a given star. The actor in question, 
Richard Burbadge, happened to be well 
advanced into the forties at the time, so 
the playwright obligingly aged his hero 
for the sake of versimilitude. It is this 
later version that most contemporary 
actors have used, depicting Hamlet as a 
strangely youthful adult rather than the 
mere boy Shakespeare originally intend- 
ed him to be. 


Miss Le Gallienne is by no means the 
first actress to attempt the role, but 
aside from a foreign motion picture ver- 
Sion she is the only actress of her gen- 
eration. Other women who have appear- 
ed as Hamlet include Charlotte Cramp- 
ton, Anne Dickinson, Mrs. Thomas Ham- 
blin, and strangely enough, Sarah Bern- 
hardt. Incidentally Hamlet is the second 
role in which Miss Le Gallienne has 
followed the divine Sarah. The other 
was the title role of “L’Aigion,’ Edmond 
Rostand’s sentimental drama _ about 
Napoleon’s son who lived in captivity 
and dreamed of Wagram. Miss Le 
Gallienne’s performance as Franz, Duke 
of Reichstadt, was hailed by the critics 
as one of the finest of her career; 
Ethel Barrymore appeared for the occa-

sion in the rather thankless role of the 
Empress Marie-Louise. 

Miss Le Gallienne has spent the en- 
tire summer preparing for the produc- 
tion at her home in Westport, Connecti- 
cut. Settings and costumes were both 
designed under her supervision by Mi- 
chael Smith. The production will em- 
ploy four different levels for acting 
and will differ radically from any other 
modern “Hamlet.” The costumes will be 
entirely hand woven. 

Miss Le Gallienne and the other play- 
ers have already arrived in Dennis for 
two weeks of intensive rehearsal prior 
to the premiere. The cast will include 
Thomas Gomez as the King, Marion 
Evensen as the Queen, and Uta Hagen 
as Ophelia. 


CONCERNING THE PLAYERS 


PERCY KILBRIDE had been acting in 
stock companies from one end of the 
country to another for twenty years be- 
fore he made his first Broadway hit as 
an inquisitive garage man in “Lily Tur- 
ner.’ He scored a great personal success 
in the New York production of “Post 
Road,” duplicating that pleasant achieve- 
ment in such distant metropolitan cen- 
ters as San Francisco, Chicago, and 
London. The Pacific coast saw him as 
Irwin, who wrote limericks, in “Three 
Men on a Horse.” Other recent vehicles 
include “Stork Mad” and “Name Your 
Poison.”
